In addition to the Madison gas, 
Winchell Coulee made a wet gas 
grey in the Cardium sandstone | 

5,235 feet, flowing gas at 10,000,- 
000 cubic feet daily rin found a | 
high pressuse zone in the Jumping 
Pound sandstone at 8,455 feet. 

Following the discovery of the gas | 
in the cardium and Jumping Pound, | 
the well ran casing through the 
Jumping Pound formation, As a re- 
sult diameter of the hole past this 
depth was reduced from nine inches 
to 45/8 inches, Because of the small 
diameter of the hole drillstem tests | 
could not be run in the Madison, 

Delhi is drilling the well on a 
39,640 acre reservation farmout 
from Britalta Petroleums and will 
receive a half interest in the land 
and well, Britalta holds the remain 
ing 50 per cent. In addition Dethi | 
and Britalta have an option on a 
3,212 acre lease block about six | 
miles northwest of the well and 4 
20,000 acre reservation 15 mites 
northwest of the discovery, 

Delhi orien the well as part of 
its extensive exploratory program 
to prove up ge reserves in Western 
Canada to suport the projected 
Trans Canada gas export line from 
Alberta to eastern Canada,

HOW TO KEEP CHRISTMAS 
TREES GREEN AND FRESH 


Put the tree in a crock or jar (a 
vessel which the acid will not af- 
fect). Mix 5 grams of Citric acid 
and 6 grams of Malic acid in three 
quarts of water. To this mixture 
add 15 grams of calcium carbonate. 
Pour this solution into the vessel 
which contains your tree. As the 
tree uses up the solution water may 
be added. This has been found very 


effective in keeping most trees 
green, with the exception of hem- 
lock.

Notes From D.A. 


HUGH McPHAIL 


Entomologists of the Science Serv- 
ice Centre at Lethbridge are advis- 
ing farmers to examine their grain, 
Heating is reported from several 
points, and grain mites and rusty 
grain beetles have been found in 
samples received, Grain 
bins and piles is affected, Dr. C, W. 
Farstad, officer in charge of the 
Field Crop Insect Laboratory, sug- 


L gests that if the grain is examined 


now, the trouble can be detected in 
the early stages and prompt action 
taken. 

This situation may be more wide- 
ly spread than present reports in- 
dicate, Higher than usual fall tem. 
peratures over wide areas have cre- 
ated conditions favorable to devel- 
opment of the pests mentioned, Un- 
less checked 
these pests can cause serious dam- 
age. 

Grain mites are tiny, whitish, 
slow moving, spider-like creatures, 


A disagreeable, sweetish odour of | 


the infected grain betrays their 
presence, The rusty grain beetle is 
an active, reddish-brown beetle, 
about one-sixteenth of an inch long. 
Both pests feed on the germ of the 
grain and their activity can quickly 
extend the area of heating. When 
examining stored grain, probe be- 
neath the surface, Heating usually 
occurs towards the centre of the bin | 
or pile. 

Cooling is the remedy, This can | 
be done on the farm with a fanning 
mill, auger, combine or threshing 
machine. By passing the grain 
through one of these machines the 
warm spots are broken up and ac- 
tivity of the pests reduced, When 
working with the grain in an open 
pile the new pile of grain can be 
kept from contact with the damp 
ground with a good layer of straw. 
The piles should be kept small with 
not more than one thousand bushels 
in each pile.

DIDSBURY BLOOD DONORS 
GIVE 374 BOTTLES IN 1952 


| Greater demand for blood and in- 
creased donor response is reported 
by the Canadiana Red Cross Blood 
Transfusion Service, Southern Al- 
berta area. During 1952 this area 
collected 2,581 more bottles of blood 
than in 1951, an inerease of 20 
per cent. 

At the two clinics in Didsbury, a 
total of 374 bottles was collected. 

A. W. Haley, donor panel organiz- 
er for the service out of Calgary 
sub-depot, says that Red Cross 
branches and zone chairmen work- 
ed together to make the clinics 
more of a_ success than usual, | 
Figures reveal that 15,310 donors at. 
tended the 1952 mobile clinincs, 
compared with 12,729 in 1951. Dur- 
ing the 1952 mobile season, the 
clinic travelled 6,966 miles, com- 
pared with 7,745 miles in 1951. 


No Calgary clinic figures are in- | 


included in the above, and the mo- 
bile unit will now stay in the city 
until March. 

“The work of the volunteers and 
other friends of Red Cross made the 
mobiles the success they were this 
year,” says Mr, Haley. “The mem- 
bers of the mobile team, Red Cross 
officials and I, thank them all most 
sincerely.”
